i vital pr@dlems as world trade, im- 

migration, raw materials, cartels, 
as only a few of the problems 
which face the post-war world. 

Besides the necessity for a thor 
ough knowledge of these problems, 
the speaker pointed out the need 
for ‘‘a new set of symbols in order 

» fuse the peoples of the world 

oO an entity.” 

He reminded the audience that 
great documents live only as thev 
become symbolic, and he predicted 
success for the document which is 
being formed at San Francisco if 
it produces a method whereby peo- 
ple may shed their collective blood 
in a common fight for a better 
world. This “more perfect union” 
of the nations of the world must 
grow out of man’s common fight 
against disease, poverty and war 
he said. 

U.S. IS ENIGMA 

In discussing the present confer 
ence at San Francisco, Mr. Mather 
stated that the enigma of world 
politics is the United States and 
not Russia, as is commonly be- 
Neved by many in this country 
“And strangely enough, it is the 
United States and England that 
need the San Francisco Conference 
—not Russia.’ Russia, at the end 

,of the present, conflict, will find 
herself in the enviable position or 
being spread across two contt- 
nents with her bordering enemies 
Cefeated. 

In his discussion of modern so- 
cial problems, the speaker endors- 
ed the practice of sterilization of 
the mentally unfit. Making a dis- 
tinction between his ideas of the 
use of sterilization and those as 
practiced in Nazi Germany, he 
pointed out that the American 
people are “too squeamish” to put 
into effect the scientific knowledge 
that will better the race. 

In a plea for more education 
which will teach students the prob- 
lems of other countries, Mr. Math- 
er said that the price of one bat- 
tleship would go far toward pay- 
ing for the training of students In 
international affairs, 

TARIFF IS CAUSE 

He branded the “insane tariff’ 
that followed the first world war 
as one of the causes of the pres- 
ent conflict. “The folly of ou” 
tariff policy was not seen for manv 
years, because we kept putting 
millions of dollars back into Eu 
rope.” As soon as American in- 
vestments stopped going to Eu 
rope, the countries of that conti- 
nent discontinued their debt pay- 
ments to the United States.
